JUDGE GRANT GREATLY MOVED 


But Worden Betrayed No Emotion 


While the Death Sentence Was 


Being Pronounced. 


WOODLAND, November 1(1. — 8. Q. 


Worden, the convicted train wrecker, 
was sentenced tonight to be hanged at 
Folaom on February 18th next. Before 
sentence wae passed Wordon'a attorney 
moved to set aside the verdict on the 
ground that the court erred in instruct- 
ing tho jury and that the verdict was 
contrary to law aud the evidence. He 
contended that if the evidence adduced, 
during the trial was all true, only mur- 
der, in the second degree had been 
proven. 


The court denied the motion and the 


attorney then moved that the case be 
dismissed on the ground that the court 
had no jurisdiction; that at the time the 
train was wrecked Engineer Clark was 
in the service of the government as the 
train was under the control of United 
States forces. The court denied this 
motion, also one (or arreat of judgment, 
and Worden was directed to stand up. 


JudfiO Grant then pronounced the

State Mineralogist's Report. 


SAX FRANCISCO, November 16.—The 


state mineralogist's report ehowa^that 
during 1893 
California more than 


doubled the silver output gE the previous 
year, producing $537,155 as against 
$262,550. The increase was almost en- 
tirely due to San Bernardino county, 
ores of the Calico mine being worked 
more cheaply than any other silver ores 
on the Pucinu Coast. The gold output 
was practically the same in both years. 
This year forty hydraulic mines, which 
have been unproductive for years, tire 
again being operated. The state miner- 
alogist baheves thin will increase the 
pold output from $12,000,000 to $16.000,- 
000, and that it will be maintained at a 
Urge figure for eeveral years.

It would Beein that at the present 


time It may fairly he eaid in tlie super- 
visors' chamber that of the making of 
liquor ordinances as of the making of 
books, there Is no end. 


Three or four days ago TRB Rm'tniu- 


CAN published a synopsis of a liquor or- 
dinance, drafted by Attorney N. C. 
Coldwell at the request of certain mem- 
bora of tho board. This paper made no 
comment-on the ordinance as drafted, 
but its unconstitutionality was ap* 
parent on the (face ot it, a fact which 
Mr. Coldwell julmits in the following 
letter Bent to the board yesterday: 
To the Hoardjpf Supervisors of the 


County of Fresno: 


Some days ago I was requested by 


members of you! honorable body to pre- 
pare tho draft Sof an ordinance taxing 
the business ol selling intoxicating 
liquors at retail. Tho wish of those 
members with whom I conversed was 
that the ordinance should be drawn for 
the purpose of both regulation and rev- 
cnuo. in compliance with their sugges- 
tion I have submitted the draftof an or- 
dinance which, if adopted, wilt be an 
exercise of the power of taxation for 
both those purposes. In preparing that 
ordinance I considered myself a drafts- 
man, employed by the board and noth- 
ing more. The power of regulating that 
business haa been assented and exer- 
cised by the Board of Supervisors for a 
long series of yeare. It was not for me 
to ignore tbe settled policy of the 
county, so often manifested during ao 
long a time, without express instruc- 
tions. But ia a matter of so much im- 
portance and one wherein I will in some 
degree be held responsible for your ac- 
tion, it is a duty winch I owe both to 
you and to myself, to express to you my

I think tbe board of supervisors baa 


no authority to regulate the salo of in- 
toxicating liquors in incorporated cities 
and towns. It has been determined by 
the supreme court thut the board has no 
authority to close the saloons on Sunday 
in cities und towns. Upon precisely 
the same principles it must be held that 
tho board has noauthority to close them 
between the hours of 12 p.m. and 5 a.m., 
or during any hours whatever. If it 
cannot close them, then it cannot re- 
quire a bond that they shall be closed, 
and from this it necessarily follows that 
tho board cannot inako the grunting of 
a license dependent on the giving of 
such a bond; und it also follows that in 
the provision of tho ordinance reijuir- 


LC a bond is void, the provision requir- 
ig H license is void and tho license tax 


cannov be recovered. 


Again, as thu Board ot Supervisors 


cannot regulate thu time during which 
the business may be conducted, it log- 
ically results that the board cannot 
"rej-ulato," that is, determine tho char- 
acter of the persons who may conductthat 
business. 1 think that when tho amount 
of tlie licoueu tax is llxed any person 
within any city or town may demand a 
liccneo upon payment of that tax.- For 
nil that part of the county outside citios 
and towns the Board of Supervisors may 
regulate the business. That is, uiiiy 
determine thu persons who may conduct 
it; may ilx thu days and hours of 
business, and may prescribe tho condi- 
tions upon which license shall issue. 
But within citiea and towns all this is 
the province of the municipal authori- 
ties alone. I think tho Board of Super- 
visors may Ux tho amount of the license 
tax, provide for its payment and collec- 
tion, and prescrlhn tho punishment of 
persona who conduct the business with- 
out license, and that the board has no 
other power in the premises. The penal 
code of the state provides for tho pun- 
ishment 
of -wrso:.s 
"-ho, without 


license, conduct a business for which 
license is required, and tho board may, 
perhaps, limit that uumslunent, hut 
cannot exceed it. 


In fixing the amount of tho tax this 


must be kept in view : The tax muat 
bo reasonable; thut is not extortionate 
or prohibitory.

Since then two now proposed ordinances 
have been drafted, the first of which 
consists merely of three or (our aeetuns 
requiring n county license to be pro- 
cured before liquor is sold, establishing 
tho amount and manner of payment, 
and fixing a penalty of $500 for selling, 
liquor without a license.

It would seem (hat this latest pro- 


posed ordinance, while it dropped en- 
tirely all effort to control the liquor 
trallic so far aa. police regulations are 
concerned, was not definite or explicit 
enough on other points wherein it ap- 
peared that tlio .ward has legal rights. 
And so yet another ordinance waa 
drafted, repealing all its predecessors 
and flxiiiR the annual license fee at $300, 
payable by installments instead of $500 
in one sum as suggested in, the first of 
the three propositions. The very latest 
amended ordinance also distinctly pro- 
claims that the ordinance seekn to con- 
trol the lliiuor traffic "for revenue 
°nitis cliflir.ultto Bay at this time what 
action the board will take. Somo eort 
of ordinance fixing a rate for county 
licenses is sure to be passed, as the 
county is losing money straight along at 
the present time from tha existence ot 
an ordinance that cannot ba enforced. 


Another question tluit may bo niUed 


outside of tlie board ia the propriety of 
the continued practice of hiring ontatde 
attorneys to do work which should be 
irooerlydone without expense to the 
omhty in the district attorney's offlw. 
In the defense of the suit against the 
county in the Smille case and m the 
prosecution of the liquor dealers, outside 
help wa§ secured apparently without 
necessity or justification.

GREENBACKS AND GOW>.

His Opinion. 


EIHTOK 
UKI-UHI.ICAS : — "The 
Man 


About Town" reports in your issue this 
morning that "a teacher af tbe institute 
yesterday duringa discussiou exclaimed, 
'I teach my pupils that the bounty on 
sugar is wrong;'" and that another 
teacher iu" replying, 8uid» "1 don't gtvo 
my opinion to my pupils as facts." Wo 
tax ourselves to build school houses, em- 
ploy teachers and buy books to instruct 
our children about facts; and no school 
teacher has the moral right to give his 
private opinions upon any subject to his 
pupils «3 facts. But it is to be regretted 
Unit opinions ami party doctrine are 
frequently taught iu our schools and 
paraded (is facts, when in reality they 
cxnt only in the domain of fiction. 


For instance, upon tbo question of 


money and finance, it is commonly 
taught iu our schools and colleges (the 
California text books teach the aaino 
thing) that gold ie the rich man's coin 
and silver the poor man's money, and 
that the greenbacks, which saved the 
nation thirty years ago, wera nothing 
but notee, depending for their value 
upon the gold in the treasury. 


Every unbiased student of the finan- 


cial history of this country knows that 
this is a falsehood, and that the green- 
backs, instead of depending upon the 
gold for their value, were a full legal 
tender, actual money for nil dues and 
debts public and private, and that the 
value of these greenbacks consisted in 
this, that they represented labor service 
and property, and that this currency 
was redeemed and redeemable in every 
commodity, not iu gold alone, found in 
the whole nation; and that when the 
greenbacks finally fluctuated and were 
lowered, 
from "the 
value 
of 
be- 


ing 2 per cent above gold, doiwi 
to 
40 
cents 
on 
a 
dollar, this 


was not due to the fact that there was 
no gold in our treasury (as falsely 
taught in our schools), for they wore 
once worth 102 cents in gold, and at a 
time, too, when there was practically 
no gold in the treasury; but the value 
of the greenbacks were lowered because 
they were demonetized as to the pay- 
ment, on duties on imports and interest 
on bonds, by means of this exception 
clause on their backs. 


"\Vhy is it that our text books and our 


teachers generally do not teach our 
children these historical facts? 
Under- 


flicned insists that liis children be in- 
structed about these truths, or other- 
wise he does not wish them instructed 
about finance at all. Better let them 
remain ignorant upon the subject than 
let them be crammed with falsehoods.

tionist, 355. These tig-ires ure thu act- 
ual ollicial count ou tho seventy-one 
precincta, with an allowance from the 
unofficial returns from Lynch precinct 
of seven votes for Budd, three for Web- 
ster and three for Estee. 


The G2d assembly district is practi-

The board of canvassers had a confer- 


ence over the vomiting of returns from 
eoveral precincts showing irregularities 
in the returns.
